self burdened with wraith. Advertising, 
conducted on the priocip.il of devoting 
half the profits of a business lo it, is, we 
repeat, a dangerous experiment. It pre- 
cipitates a lortunc upon the advertiser so 
suddenly that the chances are even that 
he will not know what to do with his

From the Police Kecords il appears 
that the fourteen months preceding the 
vole on Locul Option, there were forty 
arrests for druukerucss. and only four 
during last year. 

From the Jailer's liooks it is shown 
that for one year, ending May 1, 1875, 
bis fees against the corporation of Prince- 
ton for committments for drunkenness 
were $77 OA During the last year, not a 
c.-iil. While it is true that many mora 
arrests might have been and ought to 
have been made, yet this was also true 
under the license law, and the above is a 
very fair showing of the working of the 
law. 



They are the men 
who, when boys, were compelled to work, 
either to help themselves or their parents, 
and who, when a little older, under the 
slern necessity of doing more than their 
legitilimatc share of labor; w ho, is young 
men, had their wits sharpened by having 
lo devise ways and means of making 
their time more valuable than il would 
be under ordinary circumstances.

Let not then any youth be discouraged 
if he has to make his own living, or even 
to support a widowed mother or sick 
sister, or unfortunate relative, for this 
has been the road to eminence of many a 
proud name. This is the path which 
men have olten trod— thorny enough at 
times, at others so beset will, obstacles 
as to be almost impassable ; but the wav 
was cleared, sunshine came, success -fol- 
lowed—then glory and renown.

He had 
traveled over twenty-one States, hid 
visited Massachusetts aud the Caroli- 
nas, had conversed with W. Lloyd 
Garrison and Wade Hampton, and he 
was hjund to admit that in the South, 
t!ieco:igeuial home of the colored peo- 
ple, they were treated more l.k ■ free, 
men and gentlemen than in the North, 
even in Biston, itself. Freedom was 
not idleness, nor was ignorance coin 
patil-le with liberty. Throw away 
your prejudices, my colored friends 
forget the Mat, viewing it all in the 
light of providence, go to work in 
earnest, educate yourselves and chil- 
dren, make the while man your ally, 
imitate him in all the developments 
and progress of civilization and refine- 
ment, and it wi'l not lie long l>eforc 
you shall have attained an enviable 
|Hisition among the races of luaukiud; 
an honor lo yourselves and a bltasiug 
to your country.
